Jugtice White, which Panama has 
never accepted.”

the United States government for 
settlement without firing a shot.

Scottsboro, Ala., March 6.—What 
is believed to be the climax of the 
northern Alabama night rider ac- 
tivities oecurred this afternoon 
when a band of about fifteen mem- 
bers of the Farm Tenants’ union 
undertook tp take four of their 
fellow unionists from the Stevenson 
jail and engaged in a gun battle 
with about 150 citizens and offi- 
cers on the streets of Stevenson. 

No ene’ was killed or injured In, 
the battle, but five of the rescuing 
party were captif¥ed and, fogether 
with the four original prisoners. 
are now locked up In ‘the jail at 
Scottsbore. Officers who took part 
in the street battle recognized the 
majority of the attacking force 
and will tomorrow organize a posse 
for the purpose of invading the 
Fabius settlement, just acrogs ‘the 
river from Stevenson, which is said 
to be the stronghold of the’ night 
riders. It is believed that the ar- 
rests today and those é¢xpected to 
‘féTlow tomorrow will result Yn the 
cessation of the activities of the 
night riders as officers’ are of. the 
Opinion that those now in custody 
will furnish sufficient information 
tO convict every man who hag been 
taking part in the night raids of 
the unionists. 

Union to Ald. 

The Farm Tenante’ union has 
called a meeting for tomorrow at 
Scottsboro, and will,: according to 
information, gssist the officers in 
the capture and ‘conviction of the 
radical element, which has been re- 
sponsible for the outrages upon 
farmers who have. refused to join 
the organization. 

Deputy Sheriff Stevens, of Ste- 
venson, Saturday night intercepted 
four members of the Farm Tenants’ 
union as they were preparing to 
start on one of their nightly ralds, 
which have been terrorizing the 
whole of northern Alabama. ~- There 
were about fifteen men in the par- 
ty, but the officer was only able 
to arrest four, whom he placed in 
jail at Stevenson, and sumnioned a 
heavy guard of volunteer citizens. 

Friday afternoon at 2:30 o'clock 
a party of about fiftéen men cross- 
ed the river from the Fabius set- 
tlement, alleged headquarters of the 
night riders, and approaching, to 


within a few blocks of the jail opeh- 
ed fire upon the officers in charge.

Following the battle, the officers 
in egarge of the prisoners decided 
that the Stevenson jail was inade- 
‘quate to withstand an attack In 
force, and the nine men were taken 
to Scottsboro and placed in th 
county jail. A -heavy guard was 
Summoned and the officers were 
said to be ready for anything which 
might occur. 

With the nine. men brought to 
Scottsboro today the total number 
of prisoners taken to date is eleven. 
Of this number two, Jodie Beavers 
and John Brown, arrested following 
the brutal beating of a farmer last 
week, have been eonvicted in a pre- 
liminary hearin and are now in 
jail under bonds of $3.400 each. 
The nine men brought to Scottsboro 
today are John, Tom, Bob, Haskell 
and Mansell Smith, Frank Roberts. 
Cleve Fondren, J. T. Howard and 
Frank Starling. The five Smiths 
are not brothers. but are closely 
related. They will be arraigned for 
a preliminary hearing tomorrow.

LEGALITY OF BOND 


ISSUE IS UPHELD 
BY W. H. TERRELL 


The legality of the proposed $8,- 
$50,000 bond issue is upheld in a 
communication furnished The Con- 
Stitution by W. H. Terrell, a mem- 
ber of the board of education, and 
a well-known Atlanta lawyer. His 
card follows: 


Editor Constitution: Inasmuch as a great 
deal of space hag been devoted to the vards 
and legal opinions of Messrs. Hillyer, Black- 
burn and Lrown on the subject of the lezal- 
ity of the coming bond election and these 
curds have occasioned a great deal of dis- 
cussion, I would be glad if you will give 
space to a repiy from the legal standpoint. 

1 bave great respect for the opinions of 
these gentlemen and especially that of Jndge 
Hilliyer, who is a great lawyer. feel cer- 
tain, however, that Messrs, Brown and 
Binckburn did not give proper consideration 
to the maiter, else the case could have been 
stated in a much briefer form, and that 
Judge Hillyer did not undertake any inde- 
pendent investigation of the subject, else he 


would not bave fallen jnto such grave error 
as he did when he sapproved what these 
ciuer gentlemen wrote. But to the case it- 


self. 
Two Amendments Adopted. 


The contention is that the proposed elec- 
thon is iltegal because contrary to an amend- 
ment to the constitution of the state adopted 
in 1918 In that year two ame ents on 
the subject of bond elections were adopted, 
ene being found in the volume of acts of the 
general. assembly of 1918 at pages 99 and 
following, and the other in the same book 
at pages 915 and following. The first is 
precisely the same as the section of the 
constitution of 1877 to be found in the code 
of Georgia vf 1910, Section 6565, except that 
t changes the rule therein contained that 
two-thirds of the qualified voters must vote 
f.r the bonds in order to carry the election 
in thelr favor, to a requirement that two- 
thirds of those yoting, which two-thirds 
shall be a majority of all those registered, 
must vote in favor of the bonds, and in ad- 
dition théreto it adds a provision abolishing 
special registrations for such elections, 

The other amendment by it¢ terms appiies 
only to cities having more than one hunared 
and fifty thousand population and, therefore, 
for the present, applies to Atlanta alone. 
There is no similarity between the two ex- 
cept that the language as to the number of 
voters reqnired to carry the election is the 
same, word for word. The amendment it- 
self shows that it does not take any power 
from the city it already had, but that it 
centained an additional grant of power over 
and berond that granted to any other city 
or subdivision of the state. It reads thus: 

How Amondment Reads. 

‘Reserving to municipal cerporations 4 
benefit of al! provisions of the constitution 
of force in this state the general assembly 
is hereby empowered to authorize any mu- 
nicipal corporation of this state having a 
population of one bundred and fifty thon- 
sand or more ... to incur a bended debt 
or debts for the public purposes of said 
municipality, the said debt or debts so to 
be incurred to be for such sum or sums and 
to be secured for such menner, and to be 
paid, principal and interest, &t such time 
and such places, and by such means, and 
upon such terms as the general assembir 
may prescribe."’. The balance of the amend- 
ment deals with the time of hoiding the 
election, which must be at the regular tiie, 
an¢ sets forth the number, two-thirds, 
which must be a majority of the registra- 
tion, which must vote in favor of the pro-

These remarks should have been 
reserved for the. grand jury rather 
than Siven to a public audicnee. 
No one can condemn that Part of 
the prelude more than 1. The state- 
ment did not appear fn the original 
notes, bul grew out of a conference 
With a nan who authorized me to 
s0 my-iimit in showing that the 
operator was an improper person 
to conduct an institution of this 
kind. He was speaking from’ per- 
sonal experience. 

This conference was held just a 
few minutes before we went upon 
the platform to speak, and conse- 
quently time was not given for 
second thought as‘to the propriety 
of giving out the fact that had just 
stated. The entire motive 
back of giving expression to the 
statements touching the character 
of the operator was to show that 
an unrégulateu, anti-social institu- 
tion, operated by an improper per- 
son, was a menace to the ‘morals 
and health of the community. 

This institution has been moved 
four’times tm recent years in the 
city upon petitions of the various 
neighborhoods. The institution .was 
allowed to operate three days only 
in one section of the city. There 
was no intention to deal with any 
one personally for the sake of do- 
ing personal injury, but solely to 
show the relationship of the insti- 
tution to the management, and the 
relationship of the management to 
the institution. 

At the time the foremost thought 
in our .mind was that an article 
covering severa] columns in the 
newspapers lifted the operator to 
the level of the Virgin Mary and 
making the claim that Christ was in 
co-partnership with the secret anti- 
social* hospital and announcing in 
advance the judgment of Christ 
upon the operator—thus bidding for 
public approval of the institution 
and its methods. The public was 
accepting, this claim because !t ap- 
pealed to a maudlin sentimentality 
and this appeal* was causing the 
public’ to go. blind on-a great big 
moral issue. 

Something had to be done to 
bring the moral issue back to the 
front and.since the public had been 
chloroformed with the appeal of 
the attorney, the radical thing. fo 
wrest the issue from this. chloro- 
formed eondition, seemed: necessary. 
With this consciousness we gave to 
the public facts that should have 
been reserved for a. legally con- 
stituted investigating body. We, 
therefore, judged the method i 


] Batting before the people the facts 


as wrong, while the motive and 
the objective was right. The en- 
tire intent being to safeguard so- 
ciety from a growing menace. 

This pulpit has always been on 
‘the moral side of every issue. Once 
in'a great while it. may err as to 
the method in securing’ moral re- 
sults, but it has never. once erred 
in being on the moral side. No 
one can successfully raise that is- 
sue, and while we regret the meth- 
od of last Sunday evening, we have 
no apolozy or compromise to make 
concerning the moral isshe of the 
unregulated. secret baby farm. On 
the other hand, we afe just as de- 


termined as ever to stand against 
the unregulated institution. Our 
fight from now on will be upon the 
institution rather thun upon the 
individual. 


The unreguiated secret baby 
farm Is a menave to morality, de- 
cency, law, order, life, health and 
property. Ti® anti-social method 
of farming out chffdren into dens 
and dives, is damning mere chil- 
dren, body, mind and soul, than the 
public has an idea of. The pres- 
ence of these unregulated institu- 
tions is pernicious to the moral 
welfare of fhe body politic. Geor- 
gia is becoming the dumping ground 
for the filth and sins of other states. 

A letter Friday from North Caro- 
lina states that a young woman 
returned two weeks agp from the 
secret baby farm. She was a 
schoo] teacher—the baby was leti— 
she goes back to teaching school, 
a rich young man paid all the bills. 
There is nothing altruistic in the 
aims and purposes of these secret 
‘institutions that operate tor com- 
mercial gain. Their advertisements 
prove that they are out for money. 
Thev get big money. They create 
business for themselves—they aid 
and abet men to take a chance with 
an unsophisticated girl. The men 
know that for a sum of money 
they can cover up the whole trag- 
edy. The interest of these institu- 
tions 1s sordidly commercial. 

The worst feature of the unregu- 
lated institution is the child end or 
it. Helpless, defenseless waifs are 
sent to. dumping grounds in this 
and other states. They afe never 
followed up as to the character and

| HEALTH TALKS | 


FOODS WHICH FURNISH IODINE 

Jodine is one of the dozen or more 
elements whieh are essential to 
health,and life,. and it is just as 
important to know something of 
the food sources oF iodine for the 
human body as it is to know which 
foods furnish phosphorus or cal- 
clum or iron to the body. 

The iodine so familiar as an alco- 
holic solution called tincture of 
iodine is obtained from seaweeds. 
It has been found present in certain 
fresh water plants, such as water 
cress, brook-lime and the fine- 
leaved water hemlock. There is 
same iodine in tobacco ash—which 
is nét argument in favor of smok- 
ing. It is present in sea water; in- 
deed sea water is probably the orig- 
inal source of all the iodine of na- 
ture. ; 

Cod liver oil contains consider- 
able iodine, which is one of the 
reasons why cod liver oil is often a 
valuable medicine; vitamines pres- 
ent in cod liver oil are another 
reaso@. 

In the salt from certain regions 
there is so much iodine that some 
investigators of the goitre problem 
have advocated the exchange of 
salt from welis far inland for that 
from wells nearer the s@a where 
the salt is likely to have some 
iodine in it. The absence of foamed 
or insufficient quantities of iodin 
in the food is pretty well known 


E fforts Made in’ Georgia 5 
To Secure Uniform Laws 


a ee 
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I promised last week to give the 
history of the efforts to have uni- 
form laws adopted in Georgia. 

Several years aguy the writer in- 
duced a friend in the legislature tv 
introduce the negotiable instru- 
ments act and got a hearing on it 
before the judiciary committee. Aft- 


er explaining the measure and its 
desirability at some length, a law- 
yer who was the dominant member 
of the committee, said: “Weill, how 
does this differ from the law in 
Georgia?” I answered: “Scarcely at 
all.” He said, “Then why enact it?” 
I said, “Because you need to look in 
many different parts of the code 
and some forty volumes of the 
supreme court reports to find the 
law.” He concluded the discussion 
and the hearing by saying, “Well, a 
good lawyer can find that out and I 
den’t see any sense in making it 
easy for a poor one.” This was the 
last of the bill in that legislature. 

Another prominent member of the 
bar in discussing the matter, with 
me once said, “I do not want Geor- 
gia laws to be the same as other 
states. ‘If they were a New York 
lzwyer could tell his client there 
what the law in Georgia was, while 
now he has to write to me, or sume 
other Georgia lawyer to find out, 
and pay us part of his fee.” It did 
not seem to occtr to him that there 
were two sides to this proposition 
viewed from either angle, and that 
he might get as much benefit from 
uniformity as the lawyer in the oth- 
ér state. I feel that this attitude 
of the members of the bar is wrong, 
radically wrong, and indefensible, 
because I believe it is as much the 
duty of lawyers to simplify the law 
and make it easy to be understood 
and to be enforced as it is the duty 
of the doctors of medicine to e¢du- 
cate the public in matters of health 
and sanitation. 

Twe Measures Killed. 

} have secured the _ introduction 
into both houses of both the last 
legislatures of the negotiable in- 
Struments act and the warehouse 
receipts act, and the explanation of 
their failure of passage given me by 
my friends was that their passage 
was blocked at the last momenf by 
some of the alleged third house lob- 
byists who were incensed because 
the advocates of the uniform laws 
had not dropped into and aided their 
schemes.

Ordinary food sources for man are 
such sea food s lobster, shrimp, 
salmon, oyster#; crabs, cod, and 


nearly all fresh sea fish; such 
vegetables as green peas, aspara- 
us, white cabbage, tomatoes, string 
eans, carrots, lettuce and mush- 
rooms; and such fruits as pes, 
bananas, strawberries and claps. 
Potatoes contain a small amount 


of fodine, but bread contains none. 
Rice contains more than oatmeal, 

The quantity of-iodine present in 
such fruits and vegetables varies in. 
different parts of the country and 
is prowWably insufficient to maintain 
the iodine requirements of the 
growing body, in some sections 
such as the Great Lakes region. Far 
from the sea there is apt to be a 
scarcity of sea food in the market. 
_ & good way to Insure an adequate 
iodine ration is to mix with the 
morning cereal, before cooking, 
some Irish moss, a sea weed obtain- 
able from druggists under the name 
of Chondrus. A teaspoonful or two 
may be added to the morning cereal 
regularly. 

Very small doses of iodine, in 
the combination of sodium iodide, 
given for a regular period each

fective in preventing and curing 
simple goitre in school children.

league that the United States will 
consider itself competent, and@ 2% p- 
erly called upon, to interfere if_in- 
terference. is warranted, Both 
Panama ang Costa Rica are mem- 
bers of the league; and ff one of 
them requested ‘action, the league 
would be obliged to do something. 

The position of Secretarv Huzhes, 
inthe face of this, is as surely 
an enunciation of American policy 
as when President Roosevelt told 
the German kaiser he would order 
warships sent to Venezuela, when 
the Germans were threatening to 
apply force for the collection of 
debts. It is a perpetuation of an 
Ammerican policy which has per- 
sisted since the time of the holy 
alliance. 

No Canal Menace. 
The possibility that war between 


Panama and Costa Rica might gen-) 


uinely menace the canal is remote. 
Neither country has sizeable forces, 
and the 8,000 American soldiers in 
the canal zone are more than able 
to protect it avainst any disturb- 
ances that might develop. Ati the 
more forthis reason, the notes are 
to be interpreted asan index of thé, 
new administration’s views, 4 decla- 
ration that the United States will 
not permit any “‘super-gOvernment’ 
to interfere in American affairs. 
It should be noted in connéction 
with the American-British notes 
that Great Britain already, has a 
foothold in Central America—Brit- 
ish Honduras—and that Britain 
Jjately has eoncerned itself with 
Costa Rican affairs. Britain has 
applied pressure. and perhaps 
threats, to bring about payment of 
debts from Costa Rica. She applied 
diplomatic pressure to certain rec- 
ognition of oi oncessions granted 
her nationais y a previous and 
unrecognized government. The 
United States does not concede the 
validity of these claims, and is con- 
ducting a quiet investigation of 
them.

Looking at it from a sporting 
standpoint, [| cant see any reason 
for the criticism of “Fighting Bob” 
Martin after his recent bout with 
Bill Brennan, which was won by 
Brennan on a decision at the end of 
15 rounds of fighting. Dempsey was 
criticized, too, when he took 12 
rounds to knock Brennan out. 

The plain fact is that Bill Bren- 
nan is a strong, rugged fighting 
man—a very fair heavyweight and 
a hard man to beat. Brennan scems 
to be oVerlooked. He deserves a 
lot of credit for staying as long as 
he did with Dempsey and for out- 
pointing Martin. 

Martin has a pretty good record 
for a fellow who took up boxing 
while in'the army during the war. 
He is only twenty-three. He i8 six 
feet 2-inches tall and weighs 1990 
pounds. In his qualifying bouts for 
the A. E. F. championship—which 
he won—he knocked out 22 of his 
27 opponents. He won the Inter- 
Allied Championship by knocking 
out Captain Gordon Coughill of the 
Australian forces in 52 seconds. 

Since the war Martin has been busy 
fighting. Last year he had twenty 
ring battles, and won fifteen of them 
with’ knockouts, landing the fifteen 
K. O.’s in less than 42 rounds of 
fighting—an average of less than 
three rounds per fight. And while 
he wasn’t fighting champions, he 
beat some pretty fair men in Jack 
McFarland, Jack Moran, Tom Mc- 
Mahon, Sergeant Ray Smith and 
Bandsman Rice. He won six of his 
1920 fights with knockouts in the 
first round. 

Considering Martin's age and ex- 
perience, there’s no reason to doubt 
that he willhimprove rapidly in an- 
other year, and it wouldn't surprise 
me in the least to see him a chal- 
lenger for the ‘championship and 
well backed by the public—within 
two years.

Hanna against the investment of 
such an amount in a single piece of 
horsetflesh, predicting some vandal 
would poison or injure the mare and 
thus render his purchase a total 
loss. He always listened interest- 
edly in the advice of his friends, but 
the advice did not deter him from 
following his own dictates in the 
matter. 

Mr. Hanna was particularly fond 
of buying his speed prospects when 
they were yearlings. He raised a 
number of horses, but he did ngt 
count himself a full-fledged Seoul 
er..
